COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

LasT night, Miss Joanna Baillie’s Tragedy of The Separation 
was acted with Quasimodo, and The Bronze Horse. On 
Thursday last, the fair authoress was at this Theatre to witness 
for the first time a representation of her ‘Tragedy, and we un- 
derstand she expressed herself very much pleased with the man- 
ner in which it was performed ; she spoke in the highest possible 
terms of the talent of Miss H. Faucit, and of the bold and,effec- 
tive personation of her hero by Mr. H. Wallack. On Saturday 
night a new Musical Drama will be produced, called The Fate 
of War, in which, H. Wallack, Pritchard, and Miss Taylor, 
will have the principal characters. 

OLyMPic.—We are happy to state that this little Theatre is 
nightly crowded, and that the liberal, clever, and enterprising 
fair lessee has never had a more prosperous season than the pre- 
sent, and surely the excellence of the entertainments, the talent 
of the company ,and the admirable stage arrangements, fully merit 
the ample share of public patronage with which this drawing 
room of a Theatre is honored. 

A Grand Musical Festival, at which 800 German artists and 
amateurs will assist, takes place this Easter, at Strasburg, and 
which is expected to be as brilliant as that of 1830. The com- 
positions of Handel, Reis, Rossini, &c., form part of the pro- 
gramme. The whole will terminate with a grand ball in the 
pit of the Theatre, which is capable of containing 2000 visitors. 

Spirit License to Theatres.—Much has been lately written in 
reprobation of the grant of spirit licenses to Theatres. As to its 
policy or propriety I do not presume to speak, but that it was 
done as long ago as | can remember [ know. 52 years 
since, next to the old Circus, (now the Surrey) stood, as there 
now stands, a coffee house,—a door from ‘hence led into the 
Theatre,—liquors were commonly served in the pit—and behind 
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the boxes (in 1785 or thereabouts, ) was 2 regular bar, for which 
Hughes of Sadler’s Wells, who was then the proprietor of the 
Circus, took out his annual license in the same way as any other 
publican. Sadler’sWells, must have had a similar privilege, for 
punch and wine were publicly sold in the pit. 

First Violin Concerto Player.—The first name in record, as 
having played upon the stage a concerto on the violin, was Mr. 
Dubourg, of whom Handel was an admirer. At the Oratorios 
that great master gave in 1741 and 1742 at Covent Garden The- 
atre, Mr. D. appeared for many successive nights. Several 
other performers on that instrument soon started after, and in 1776 
one Signor Rossignol performed « la Paganini, indeed went be- 
youd him, for he advertised a concerto on the violin without 
strings. Whether the joke turned upon the plural number it is 
now impossible to ascertain.
